penalty of the law this morning for tho 
murder of Silbano Gutierrez on the 8th August 
last, The wretched man haa conducted. 
himself very well in gaol since ‘he was 
sentenced, and made a full confession that 
he bad only been ‘dissembling. when he 
appeared tobe indane. Hoe was, ho said, 
“only working his point,” but this time he 
did not succeed in his endeavours to “ work 
his point,” boing placed. under such a strict 
surveillance that-to continue playing the 


unreal part he was acting was far more 


than he could manage, strong-nerved and 
stubborn though he evidently was. Once 


he became aware that all doubts as to his 
sanity had “been removed, the unha y 
wretoh bore himself manfully enough. id 


counsel had done all: that was -possible to|. 


clear‘him from the graver charge of wilful 
murder, but there was not a single point in 
his favor; as the ‘evidence was far too.cloar 
and damnatory, Ministers of religion have 
visited him since his condemnation; and at 
first he bi perv averse to réceive consola- 
tion, but latterly ho-has been in a better 
framo.of mind, He professed the Protes- 
tant foith, ond although Father Vigano 
visited him’ pocasionally, it was more as a 
friend than as a Father Confessor.
